so they wondered, if sickness was caused by sin, what sin could have been 
the cause of his being born without eyes. But the Lord answered that this 
was for the glory of God. Then the God-man spat on the ground and made 
clay with the spittle. He anointed the eyes of the blind man and said to him, 
"Go, wash in the Pool of Siloam." Siloam (which means "sent") was a well- 
known spring in Jerusalem used by the inhabitants for its waters, which 
flowed to the eastern side of the city and collected in a large pool called "the & 






3 Pool of Siloam." 
3 Therefore, the Saviour sent the blind man to this pool that he might wash his eyes, which had been anointed 

3 with the clay-not that the pool's water had such power, but that the faith and obedience of the one sent might E 
ga be made manifest, and that the miracle might become more remarkable and known to all, and leave no room for &

At that time, as Jesus passed by, he saw a man 
blind from his birth. And his disciples asked 
him, "Rabbi, who sinned, this man or his 
parents, that he was born blind?"

"He put clay on my eyes and I washed, and I 
see." Some of the Pharisees said, "This man is 
not from God, for he does not keep the 
sabbath." But others said, "How can a man 
who is a sinner do such signs?"

So they again said to the 
blind man, "What do you say about him, since 
he has opened your eyes?"

The Jews did not believe that he had been blind 
and had received his sight, until they called the 
parents of the man who had received his sight, 
and asked them, "Is this your son, who you say 
was born blind? How then does he now see? 
" His parents answered, "We know that this is our 
son, and that he was born blind; but how he now 
sees we do not know, nor do we know who 
opened his eyes. Ask him; he is of age, he will 
speak for himself. " His parents said this because 
they feared the Jews, for the Jews had already 
agreed that 1f anyone should confess him to be 
Christ he was to be put out of the 
synagogue. Therefore his parents said, "He 1s of 
age, ask him." 

So for the second time they called the man who 
had been blind, and said to him, "Give God the 
praise; we know that this man is a sinner." He 
answered, "Whether he is a sinner, I do not know; 
one thing I know, that though I was blind, now I 
see." They said to him, "What did he do to you? 
How did he open your eyes?" He answered them, 
"I have told you already and you would not listen. 
Why do you want to hear it again? Do you too 
want to become his disciples?" And they reviled 
him, saying, "You are his disciple, but we are 
disciples of Moses. We know that God has 
spoken to Moses, but as for this man, we do not 
know where he comes from." The man answered, 
"Why, this 1s a marvel! You do not know where 
he comes from, and yet he opened my eyes. We 
know that God does not listen to sinners, but if 
anyone is a worshiper of God and does his will, 
God listens to him. Never since the world began 
has 1t been heard that anyone opened the eyes of 
a man born blind.

Latest St. Basil Covid-19 Guidelines (June 1, 2021) 


In keeping with the updated Metropolis Guidelines, along with current State and City 
requirements, St. Basil is adopting the following protocols for our Parishioners. 


Liturgical Guidelines 





Parishioners will enter through 
main doors of the Church begin- 
ning June 13 (Parishioners will 
continue to enter from the ADA 
door until June 13) 


While you will not be asked about 
your vaccination status, we do re- 
quire all parishioners to sign in for 
contact tracing. 


If you are vaccinated, you are no 
longer required to wear a mask or 
socially distance. 





If you are unvaccinated, we ask you to continue to wear a mask and practice social 
distancing. 


For those who wish to continue observing social distance and for those who are not 
vaccinated, we ask that you sit on the South side of the Church. 


Beginning June 6", coffee hour will resume. Similar to the nave of the Church, the 
Hall will be split in half to accommodate all of our parishioners. The North side of 
the Hall will be for those who are vaccinated and wish to forgo social distancing and 
the South side of the Hall will be for those wishing to continue social distancing, 
and for those who are not vaccinated. 


When the St. Basil Choir resumes in the fall, please be aware that in order to sing 
in the choir, you must be vaccinated.
